“Any  initiation  that  is  carried  on 
should  not  be  held  in  public  and  the 
nature  of  that  initiation  should  not 
be  a waste  of  time  or  the  kind  that 
would  do  any  physical  harm,”  he 
said. 

Persons  that  the  being  initiated 
into  any  unit  or  club  are  under  no 
obligations  to  do  anything  that 
would  be  a waste  of  time  or  detri- 
mental to  his  or  her  physical  well- 
being’,  according  to  the  new  rules. 

“Although  most  of  the  units  are 
following  carefully  the  new  stand- 
ards set  for  units,  there  have  been 
some  complaints  and  unit  members 
are  urged  to  keep  a careful  check 
on  the  rules  to  see  that  infringe- 
ments are  not  made.  Punishments 
for  infringement  is  very  serious,” 
Dr.  Ballif  declared.

Barney  Returns 

Among  the  many  returned  veter- 
ans on  the  BYU  campus  this  quarter 

Pfc.  Delbert  Barney  is  contem- 
plating a religious  career.  While  in 
the  army  Barney  was  a one  man 
crusader  against  red  tape  and  carri- 
ed his  files  of  correspondence  with 
him  everywhere.  He  wanted  to 
obtain  a battlefield  commission 
for  the  chaplain  corps  and  on 
April  2,  1945  at  Duren,  Germany, 
he  received  recommendation  for 
such  a commission,  but  was  refused 
one  because  of  the  red  tape  which 
he  hated  so  much.  No  commissions 
in  the  chaplain  corps  were  given  in 
that  field.  The  recommendation, 
however,  arrived  at  Brigadier  Gen- 
eral Luther  D.  Miller’s  headquart- 
ers in  Washington,  D.C.  and  was 
received  with  much  amazement.  It 
seems  Barney’s  recommendation  was 
the  only  one  of  its  kind  ever 
reach  that  office. 

Barney  was  met  with  admiration 
and  good  will  by  General  Miller 
who  desired  to  see  the  LDS  boy 
who  upon  the  death  bed  plea  of 
his  mother,  promised  to  devote  his 
life  to  doing  good. 

Barney  left  the  Y in  ’43  and 
waived  his  rights  as  a citizen  to 
enter  the  army.  Any  student  who 
is  studying  for  the  ministery  is 
exempt  from  the  draft  law.  Along 
with  many  other  vets  at  the  Y, 
Barney  has  returned  for  higher  edu- 
cation and  what  is  hoped  to  be  a 
better  world.

Our  chosen  personality  for  this 
week  is  the  charming  Miss  Edith 
Russell,  who  comes  from  the 
‘Bronte’  Country.  Yes,  Edith  lived 
within  five  miles  of  the  historic 
Wuthering  Heights,”  and  as  a 
child  played  on  Howarth’s  Moors. 
Edith  was  born  and  raised  in 
Bradford,  Yorkshire,  England.  Miss 
Russell  is  and  has  been  an  out- 
standing person  all  her  life.  She 
received  most  of  her  education  at 
Bradford,  later  studying  privately 
with  a cousin  who  was  a Ph.  D.  at 
the  Sorbonne,  Paris.  She  has  won 
several  scholarships  and  at  the  age 
of  twelve  and  thirteen  won  the 
Certificate  of  Merit  from  the  Duke 
of  North  Umberland  and  the  Em- 
pire Week  Essay  Contest  for  out- 
standing work  in  writing.  (This  is 
an  outstanding  achievement  for 
English  students.) 

It  was  in  Jupe  of  ’42  when  Edith 
met  a Mormon  Elder.  She  was 
going  to  teach  him  bookkeeping, 
however,  as  Edith  says  it,  “with  his 
typical  Mormon  audacity  he  taught 
me  the  gospel.”  Three  months  later 
she  was  baptized  a member  of  the 
church.  Exactly  one  year  from 
the  date  of  her  baptism  she  was

called  to  fulfill  a mission  by  Presi- 
dent Anastasion,  of  the  British 
mission.  Her  mission  was  to  Lon- 
don during  the  dark  days  of  the 
war.  Edith  says  she  has  slept 
more  than  one  night  in  a cellar 
waiting  for  the  “all  clear  to  go.” 
During  her  mission  she  became 
the  first  woman  to  edit  the  “Mill- 
ennial Star”  since  its  inauguration 
by  President  Brigham  Young  106 
years  ago.  She  was  also  a British 


correspondent  for  the  Deseret  News, 
and  has  contributed  to  the  Improve- 
ment Era.  Before  coming  to  BYU 
on  a scholarship  she  worked  under 
President  Hugh  B.  Brown  at  Mis- 
sion headquarters  compiling  the  his- 
tory of  the  British  mission. 

Current  interest  is  her  Dutch  boy 
friend,  Lieutenant  Kurt  R.  Kirs- 
chbaum,  an  officer  in  the  regular 
Holland  navy.  She  first  met  him 
when  he  applied  for  baptism  after 
having  been  converted  to  Mormon- 
ism  by  Lt.  Comm.  Vlam,  second 
counselor  of  the  Dutch  mission. 
Kurt  is  with  the  Dutch  navy  at  the 
present  time  fighting  in  Batavia. 
The  wedding  ring  on  Edith’s  left 
hand  is  the  Dutch  designation  of 
engagement  and  it  is  her  hope  that 
Kurt  will  soon  be  able  to  come  to 
Utah  where  they  will  be  married 
in  the  temple.  At  that  time  the 
wedding  ring  will  be  transferred 
to  the  right  hand  in  keeping  with 
the  Dutch  custom. 

If  you  ask  her  why  she  came 
to  America  to  study  Edith  will  an- 
swer, “I  came  to  study  English!” 
She  has  hopes  of  someday  writing  a 
book  of  the  gospel  for  all  people 
to  read.
